Th# Eden Tragedy 


Editorial - BY BRI CE BIOSSAT 
Sir 
Anthony 
Eden’s brief 21 
months as Britain’s prime minis 
ter must be written down as a 
tragedy of great promise unful­ 
filled. * 
For the high post he assumed 
la April, 1955, few men in history 
had a finer training school. 
From 
his first bright days in the Foreign 
Office, he bore the stam p of "fu 
turf prime minister.” 
He quickly 
acquired exacting responsibilities 
ta the vital foreign field 
Few men, too, ever had a bet­ 
ter teacher—the great Sir Winston 
Churchill. 
Perhaps, ironically, that was one 
of the seeds of the tragedy. 
Many 
believe Sir Anthony sat too long 
et Sir Winston’s feet. 
When the 
moment came to stand in his place, 
he stood unsteadily in the engulf­ 
ing shadow. 
Throughout his time as Britain’s 
leader, he was beset by troubles. 
But most were minor. 
His major 
trial came when Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Nasser seized the Suez Canal 
last July. 
W’ith 
many 
leaders in many 
lands, Sir Anthony read this act 
as a grave threat to Europe’s, and 
particularly Britain’s, oil lifeline 
He wanted to move then to take 
control of the waterway and assure 
to Europe its flow of fuel. 
He 
was dissuaded 
from that 
course, 
chiefly 
by the 
United 
States. 
But, finally satisfied that 
America 
would 
not support the 
kind of action against Nasser he 
deemed 
essential to secure 
the 
canal. Sir Anthony in concert with 
the French struck the crucial mili­ 
tary blow at Egypt. 
Having moved without consulting 
America, he deeply angered P res­ 
ident Eisenhower and his diplo­ 
matic aides. 
For many reasons 
this country did not back the Brit­ 
ish and French, but instead led 
the United Nations in urging a 
cease-fire 
and a 
British-French 
withdrawal. 
Listening also to strident Rus 
sian cries that “ volunteers” might 
be sent to Nasser’s aid, the be­ 
leaguered Eden bowed uphappily 
to the pressures and halted the 
Allied sweep of the canal area on 
the very threshold of victor}. 
At home Sir Anthony’s days were 
equally stormy. 
Extreme rightists pounded him 
for failing to finish what he start 
ed. 
The Labor party assailed him 
for resorting to force, damaging 
Britain's 
position in the

East and elsewhere, and losing 
America's confidence
